Final Work of tbe Great Gathering 


ot 610 Instructors—More Mueio 
and Speeobes — Tlio Qunsaulua 
Lecture.

distinguished educators and girted teach- 
er* »ho Ritherej here to the Dumber of 
510 to aiteud the eighth annual meeting 
ot the Central Illinois Teacherb1 Associa- 
tion. All have been made welcome and 
comfortable by the efficient local com- 
mntae aod volunteers, and tbe people 
generally have bad smiles and «arm 
greetings for the delegates. The teachers 
are leaving the nity to-day with only 
plewant memoriae of their etay in Deca- 
tnr. May they come again and often. 


FEIDAY, VIAKOn 18. 


Tbe afternoon session was opened by 


mcaio by tbe sixth i:nd serentu grades. 
Tbe attendance was good. 


l'h» flrat topic, "What Edncation 


should the High School give the Pupil?' 
wia discussed by H. W. Flannigao, of 
Rushville, That gentleman proceeded to 
diaousa the subject and succeeded in gi-t- 
ting a good deal ot meat oat of it. He 
held that instead of studying many 
sciences superficially, it, wonld be better 
to study a few thoroughly. He thought, 
too, that the high school should give 
some attention to professional training 
for teachers. 


The first paper real was by W, W. 


Helme, of Springfield. His subject was, 
"What should the Public Schools give 
the Pnpil?" Mr. Helms addressed him- 
self to the necessity for character build- 
ing nnd physical training in our schools 
By doing this, he said, great foundations 
may be laid for gooj on these lines; on 
the line ot character bnilding the speaker 
enumerated as import <nt things to teach 
punctuality, regularity, industry, truth- 
fulness and courage. 


Robert L. Barton ot Champaign rend a 


paper on "What Education Shunld the 
Grammar School Give the Pupil?" The 
grimmar sohool be defined as the depart- 
ments in oar school* below the high 
school, and in which the Hgea ot tbe 
pupils are 11,12 or 13 yeais. Qe said 96 
per cent ot the pupils get no further He 
advocated radical changes in 
these 


grades, He thought pome of the grades 
now in tbe high school should be brought 
down to the grammar sohool. Natural 
history and physiology might be tauuht 
at a very early age; algebra could be 
taken up at the age of 12 years; geometry 
might ale > b-> taken up in simple form at 
this age. Languages, he said, could bo 
learned easier in eirly years; our Latin 
comes too late; a boy in the German 
gymn laium is at least three years ahead 
of a boy in our public schools, Tbia 
address was full of good prac'.ioal thiuge. 


Miss Lacy Bitscher ot Beardstawn 


next presented an able paper on "What 
Education Should the Primary Sohool 
Giva the Pnpil?" 
She spoke of the 


alphabetical method of teaching primary 
pupils in comparison with the present 
conservative miithod which teaches every- 
thing in homeopathic doses, and only 
things which ore pleasant to learn. She 
thought there was no patent right on 
these methods, as any of them were use- 
less in tbe hands of incompetent teach- 
ers; she was sorry that we had not 
reached the point wh»re we felt that 
teachers in the primary departments 
should be as skillful as in the grammar 
department. Of all things the most im- 
portant in tbe primary is to teach correct 
spelling. 


In the general discussion which fol- 


lowed tbe reading of papers some good 
speeches were made. 
Superintendent 


Dougherty of Peoria spoke eloquently 
touching our American public school sys- 
tem, saying that it had done more tban 
liny other system on the globe. Mr. 
Butler, State Superintendent Raab, Mr. 
Barker, Mr, Jenkins and others spoke 
well, and it is due tbe speakers to say 
that every speech contained some valu- 
able suggest lone.

Your committee on resolutions beg leave to 


make the following report: 


1. W» especially commend the work of the 


executive commutes and officers of the associa- 
tion In the excellent proxram provided for tola 
meeting, lor the practical aud Important sub- 
jects furnished for discussion, and for the espe- 
cial treat In securing for us to eloquent and In- 
itructive a lecture as that of Dr. Gunsaulus. 
2. We reaLUo that while many other matters 


are Important, the chief business of the teacher: 
Istlie making ot charact r. Aa good literature 
Is one of ihe nest means to that end, teacher! 
should study It more assiduously for their own 
sakea, and should also use every effort to Inspire 
their pupils with a desire to read and know the 
best works of our beat authors.

In the work of education, 
results from—1st, The employment of inefficient 
and Immature teachers; 2d, Giving too much 
attention to timing details In the several tub- 
Jeots of r.udv; and, 3d, Ihe lack of properly 
arranged courses ot study. And we suggest— 
1st, That a higher grade of scholarship, und also 
ipe.ial preparation for the work of teaching, he 
demanded of all who seek admission to the 
teachers' ranks; 2d, That special attention be 
atven to the arrangement ol courses of study 
for our sohools, to the end that all unimportant 
and trivial details be eliminated from the sev- 
eral subjects, and that time may be found for 
the introduction of exercise!, ID «uch studies at 
el mentary science and drawing, that ihall give 
proper training to bund and eje, and also for 
regular exercise* In physical culture. 


4. We recognize In the Teachers' and Pupils' 


Beading Circle a must efficient auxiliary to tb« 
cause of education In tbe state, and urge that 
ever; member of the association use his best 
endeavors to secure Its more general adoption. 


6. We pledge ourselves to co-operate heart'ly 


with the state superintendent and the managers 
of tbe exhibit to make to make tbe llllno's state 
educational exhibit at tbe Columbian Exposi- 
tion such tbat It will properly and adequately 
represent the best work and best aspirations of 
the reboots of the state.
